A 
sad result, though, espe¬ 
cially for Wolf, as he and 
Beckum are friends. 

Coming in first overall 
for women was an exuber¬ 
ant Simone Julian clocking 
1:20.10. A mother of four 
children, she won this race 
in 1989 and 1991. She 
now lives in Auburn, Cal¬ 
ifornia’s Gold Country, 
and drove dowato run ia 
this, her favorite race. 

Tops for Sierra Madre 
and placing second overall 
was 22 year old James 
Uwins with 1:08.32. 
Vickie Howard’s 1:28.58

Since it is my intent to 
use much of the Page Two 
space this week to talk 
about the Mt. Wilson Trail 
Race, I wanted to knock 
the other tidbits out first. 
First and foremost among 
those tidbits is that I prom¬ 
ised “Uncle Bill” McKer- 
nan that I would be sure to 
mention that The Great 
Crate Race would be held 
on June 6th (that’s Sun¬ 
day!) at Grandview and 
Stonehouse. 

Police Chief King 
Davis’ morning meeting 
with the community (cour¬ 
tesy of the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce) 
was a success. Davis met 
Tuesday morning to dis¬ 
cuss a variety of issues, 
including downtown traf¬ 
fic enforcement. “Our first 
priority is safety,” said 
Davis, “but we want to 
make sure our officers 
aren’t too overly aggres¬ 
sive.” The meeting marks 
a renewed partnership be¬ 
tween the SMPD and the 
Chamber of Commerce, 
and Davis will be attend¬ 
ing all Chamber of Com¬ 
merce meetings from now 
on, or sending a represen¬ 
tative. “I think it (the cof¬ 
fee meeting) was a very 
good opportunity for com¬ 
munication with the com¬ 
munity, and we received a 
lot of feedback and an¬ 
swered some questions,” 
Davis said. 

I try to measure and 
quantify the ways in which 
we as individuals recog¬ 
nize our aging. For exam¬ 
ple, one of the first times I 
began to do this, I had re¬ 
alized that when I was 
young, nobody I knew 
ever died. As I went into 
my teen years, about once 
every couple of years, 
someone I was close to 
would pass away. Now, 
I’m 30, and it seems that at 
least a couple of times a 
year, this is something I 
have to deal with. 

The most recent change 
I’ve noticed as I get older 
is a lot less morbid, but it 
came to mind at about 7:15 
a.m. on Trail Race Satur¬ 
day, and it’s simply this: 


From the ages of about 
seven through 13, I 
couldn’t understand how 
anyone could possibly 
sleep past 9:00 a.m., espe¬ 
cially on a Saturday. There 
was so much to do! Satur¬ 
day morning television 
(Conjunction 
Junction...what’s your 
function?!), friends to play 
with (only 12 hours of day¬ 
light or so), books to read, 
things to do. Now, howev¬ 
er, I can’t understand why 
anyone in his right mind 
would wake up before 
noon. It disturbs me a lit¬ 
tle bit that I can’t recall 
exactly when this transi¬ 
tion took place. 

OK, on to the Trail 
Race! First and foremost, 
recognition for two un¬ 
sung heroes. There are 
about 20 people on the Mt. 
Wilson Trail Race Com¬ 
mittee, and they all do a 
heck of a lot of work to 
pull it off I want to single 
out two of them, because 
the one thing I heard all 
weekend long was that the 
trail was in the best shape 
it had ever been in. Such 
words of praise came from 
no less a source than May¬ 
or Pro Tern Rob Stockly, 
an eight-year veteran of 
the race, as well as numer¬ 
ous other runners. Hats off 
to Charlie Bell and Pete 
McNulty, Trail Mainte¬ 
nance. 

Did you know that this 
race used to be a charge all 
the way to Mt. Wilson, fol¬ 
lowed by a half hour rest 
and a race back down?! It 
was then shortened, and 
now is from Kersting 
Court to Orchard Camp 
and back. This gives new 
light to my race aspira¬ 
tions; if the Committee 
ever sees fit to host a race 
from Kersting Court to 
Baldwin and Montecito 
and back, I’m in. Especial¬ 
ly if they bring back that 1/ 

2 hour race. 

Until Stockly got to 
about First Water, he was 
being announced as the 
Mayor of Sierra Madre! 
Race announcer Mike Sul¬ 
livan did a great job, aside 
from the minor glitch of 


Stockly’s ‘promotion’ 
(“That’s debatable” - 
Mayor Bart Doyle). 

Incentive #2 to get me 
to race: The Sierra Madre 
Brewing Company donat¬ 
ed free beer to all the run¬ 
ners! Thank you, Charlie 
Childs. How about we race 
from Kersting Court to the 
Brewery, then start drink¬ 
ing free beer? While I’m 
making my wish list, can 
we do it around 2:00 in the 
afternoon? 

Warren Wolf, racing for 
the third time, inherited the 
win from Tom Beckum, 
who fainted at the top of 
Baldwin in clear first 
place. Beckum and Wolf 
were Mt. Sac teammates 
and had entered the Trail 
Race together, #’s 185 and 
186. It was a very unfortu¬ 
nate ending to the race for 
Beckum, who was taken to 
Methodist Hospital and 
treated for dehydration af¬ 
ter setting a pace that no¬ 
body could match, even 
himself. “Tom should 
have won. He had me by a 
minute and a half,” said a 
gracious Wolf, whose pre¬ 
vious best result was third 
place. 

It didn’t hurt Wolf or 
Beckum that defending 
champion Matt Ebiner was 
sidelined with injuries. 
Ebiner, however, had a 
great deal of pride, and 
understandably so, as he 
has coached both Beckum 
and Wolf. 

James Uwins finished 
second overall and first 
among Sierra Madre rac¬ 
ers. Uwins grew up in 
South Pasadena, and 
moved to town just last 
August. He has been rac¬ 
ing Wolf since age 13 or 
14 in high school and col¬ 
lege competition. He felt 
fine at the top of the hill, 
and decided to “go after 
some guys” on the down¬ 
hill. He caught all of them 
except for Wolf! Nice job, 
James. 

Simone Julian took the 
women’s competition in 
just over 1:20.

Said Simone “I wanted 
to see how I would do) the 
race once, she entered of¬ 
ficially for the first time in 
1989. She ran again in 
1991, and last Saturday 
was her third official at¬ 
tempt. What’s so amazing 
about that? She won the 
race all three times, a de¬ 
cade apart! Now that’s a 
success story. Simone 
credits her performance to 
“ideal race conditions,” 
referring to the light rain 
and cloud cover. Simone, 
who has problems with 
dehydration, says that she 
“would have had prob¬ 
lems” had it been sunny 
and warm. 

John Rouse has run 
over 20 Trail Races. This 
was the year that he 
thought son Matthew, age 
15 and already a veteran of 
the Trail Race, would 
catch him. Last year, John 
finished 10 minutes ahead 
of Matthew. This year. 


Matthew cut the gap to 
three minutes, but couldn’t 
quite take down dad, who 
is the athletic director at 
Maranatha High School, 
from which many success¬ 
ful trail races have gradu¬ 
ated and participated in an 
exceptional cross country 
program, including 19 
year old James Avis, who 
raced with little prepara¬ 
tion and finished sixth. 
Avis runs at Southern 
Methodist University, and 
as he points out, “there 
aren’t any hills in Texas.” 
He expects to train harder 
for next year’s race, and 
considers it winnable. 

When asked if he ran 
with Matthew to help pace 
each other on the Trial 
Race, John Rouse replied, 
“No way! It’s every man 
for himself!” John will be 
trying to hold him off one 
more time next year, but 
the smart money might be 
on a change of finish at the 
Rouse home.

Flag Of 
Freedom 


On June 14, 1777, the Continental Con¬ 
gress "Resolved: that the flag of the United 
States be made of thirteen stripes, alternat¬ 
ing red and white, that the union be thirteen 
stars, on a blue field, representing a new 
constellation." 

The thirteen-star flag was 
made obsolete when Ver¬ 
mont joined the Union in 
1791 and Kentucky in 1792. 

A revision was mode that 
added two stars and two 
stripes but in this Second Flag 
act, no provision was made 
for other states that were 
sure to be formed and be admitted to the 
Union. 

Many and varied were the flags that were 
flown during the following forty years. It was 
1818 before the new Flag Act permanently 
set the requirements of the thirteen stripes 
and a new star for each state.

Voices from the Past 


T.A.C.I.T., Caltech’s 
theater arts department, 
has two more performanc¬ 
es of a play which, like all 
of their productions, leaves 
one pondering the state of 
mankind long after the 
show is over. 

“The Trojan Women”, 
by the Greek playwright 
Euripides, is some 2500 
years old and follows the 
Greek theatrical conven¬ 
tions, but what keeps it in 
the list of classics is its 
constant, unfortunately, 
contemporary relevance. 

The story is derived 
from the tale of the war 
between the Greeks and 
the Trojans, ancient even 
in 500 BC, brought on, ac¬ 
cording to legend by the 
flight of a Greek king’s 
beautiful wife, Helen, with 
her lover, Paris, to the city 
of Troy. Bits and pieces of 
that epic have permeated 
literature ever since. 

Euripides confines his 
play to the time after all the 
heroics are over. The 
wives and sisters of the 
dead Trojan warriors await 
their fate, slavery, the usu¬ 
al custom of the time. They 
bewail all that they have 
lost, their helplessness at 
present, and their coming 
exile from the land they 
love. They do this with 
great passion and elo¬ 
quence, led by Hecuba, 
their erstwhile queen. 

Director Shirley M^r- 
neus keeps the dismal rec¬ 
itation not only interesting 
but affecting in several 
ways: the spacious outdoor 
setting which supplies 
overtones of the past, and 
the variety of action and 
the occasional evocative 
dances with which the per¬ 
formers cover their large 
stage. Add to this the sim¬ 
plicity with which specif¬ 
ic characters emerge from 
the chorus to tell their in¬ 
dividual stories: Karen 
Kahler as the mad priestess 
Cassandra, Erica Roluf as 
the young mother Andro¬ 
mache, Rowena Lohman 
as the sensuous Helen, 
with Siobhan Jess and 
Marjorie Schmeltz as oth¬ 
er members of the 
chorus,led by the stalwart 
figure of Anita Nardine as 
Hecuba. 

Gless Hightower and 
Donna Shirley hint at the 
impersonal manipulations 
of the gods, and Matt Tre- 
whella has real presence as 
Menelaous. Adam Burgas- 
ser plays the stoic Greek 
messenger who gradually 
comes to realize the wom¬ 
en’s agony. 

A group of faceless sol¬ 
diers provide ominous 
guard. 

Everybody manages to 
be heard as the Greek ac¬ 
tors did, without artificial 
aides, and the quality of the 
acting is excellent. 

And down through the 
years the helpless refugees 
of war after war speak for 
personality through a 
Greek playwright who 
wrote for the descendants 
of the conquerors of Troy. 

“The Trojan Women” 
will plead their case at 
4:PM next Saturday and 
Sunday, June 5 and 6, in

The grand opera “Lucia 
di Lammamore” by Gaet¬ 
ano Donazetti was written 
in 1835. It borrowed some 
of its plot from Walter 
Scott’s novel, ‘The Bride 
of Lammamore” and the 
change of title is signifi¬ 
cant. The role of Lucia is 
so dominant and so diffi¬ 
cult to sing that only the 
finest divas tackle it. In 
1835 the purpose of opera 
was almost entirely the 
music, as for true aficiona¬ 
dos it still is. Whatever the 
performers looked like, 
how good actors they 
were, was almost irrele¬ 
vant. Singing the right 
notes expressively was 
what counted. 

Outside of the knowl- 



feats to acknowledge the 
applause. They still get 
applause, but they bow lat¬ 
er. Recently opera has 
managed to become more 
democratic and more and 
more popular. Modem di¬ 
rectors keep things moving 
and the practice of show¬ 
ing titles, as in a foreign 
film, keeps the audience 
abreast of the plot. 

In the current produc¬ 
tion at the Music Center, 
soprano Sumi Jo makes a 
truly remarkable Lucia 
vocally.She performs the 
most difficult things with 
sureness and subtlety and 
brings startling emotion to 
the audience. Others pro¬ 
vide suitable setting and 
director Jonathan Alver 
moves the chorus and prin¬ 
cipals around picturesque¬ 
ly. Unfortunately, the 
lighting is kept so low that 
in some scenes the audi¬ 
ence cannot tell what is 
going on. This may 
be effective in night 
scenes with flaming 
torches, but “dawn” 
might as well be 
midnight and even 
festive scenes are 
partially invisible 
leaving the audi¬ 
ence frustrated. Lu¬ 
cia wears white but 
in several scenes 
she is the only per¬ 
son easily distin¬ 
guished.

Members of the Pasadena Chapter oO^gatus heard 
two guest speakers at their recent monthly meetings. At 
the first meeting. Father Bill Moore, Priest and Artist 
who recently returned from a yearlong sabbatical dur¬ 
ing which he concentrated on his artwork, presented 
three of his paintings to the Legatus group and held a 
discussion on liturgical art.
